The Postoffice Department’s new 
2-cent postal card promises to be 
a financial headache for the city 
water department,

more than 28,000 quarterly bills 


j annually to its customers. 
Because the new rate does not 
take effect until the first day of 
1952, the department will sidestep 
the increase by mailing its Jan. I 
bills beforehand. 
j 
It’s still a question how the sec­ 
ond quarterly mailing will be han­ 
dled April I. 
The headache results from the 
fact rates are more than doubled 
for big users of postal cards. 
There’s a IO per cent additional 
charge for any number over 49. 
.That means that the depart­ 
ment’s quarterly postage bill, now 
about $70. would jump to $154. 
The department said it might 
avoid the IO per cent additional 
charge for quantity users by in­ 
stalling a postage meter machine 
to cancel its own privately-printed 
cards. 
The question is: Will that affect 
a saving? The machine would cost 
around $800, installed, and there’s 
an $80 annual fee for its use. 
About 200 quarterly bills already 
are in the mail, but they are 
“duns” aimed at customers who 
owe for two or more quarters in 
1951. Stamped across the face of 
the cards is the warning: “This 
bill must be paid in full. Part pay­ 
ment will not be accepted.” 
That’s the new office policy to 
discourage chronic delinquents who 
waited until the last moment, then 
made a token payment to sidestep 
an interruption in their service. 
The “duns” must go in sealed 


envelopes because the Postoffice 
will not accept them on postcards. 
The department said it also will 
post conspicuous signs in its office 
so that customers will be fore­ 
warned that no partial payments 
are accepted.

We're Getting Pushed Around 


Gifts For Johnstown 
Members of the Kiwams Club sat around the 
tables at their weekly luncheon the other day 
and discussed, in a cracker-barrel manner now 
gone out of fashion, what they could do as in­ 
dividuals to help the fight against communism. 
The suggestions were many; the promptness 
and clarity with which they were given showed 
that the club members had been thinking about 
the m atter, on their own, in the odd moments 
they had at their disposal. 
There was no single recipe which suited every­ 
one; there were many and diverse opinions, in 
true cracker-barrel style. Probably the greatest 
benefit was that the club members actually did 
take time to talk about themselves and their 
relation to their country. 
Because the greatest, and saddest, character­ 
istic of Americans is that they are willing to 
spend their lives gathering the fruits of Amer­ 
ica, but have little stomach for helping to keep 
America a fruitful land. Each becomes so ab­ 
sorbed in his own fortunes, that the commu­ 
nity's fortunes are of no concern. All of the 
communities together are, of course, America. 
Perhaps the point is illustrated best by a 
story told at the Kiwanis meeting. One of the 
men had read somewhere that, in the first great 
Johnstown flood, the flood's damage was wiped 
away, and the community itself rebuilt, with 
spontaneous contributions from every part of the 
country. The people saw a community in trou­ 
ble, and banded together to help. But in an­ 
other. later Johnstown flood—this one in 1936— 
the job was left completely to the government. 
There were some sporadic contributions, but 
nothing really suited to the circumstances. 
Between the first period, and the second one, 
something had happened to the historic instinct 
to help which has been part of the American 
tradition since the Pilgrims landed, and bore 
their hardships together. No one worried about 
Johnstown because, by 1936, the habit of worry­ 
ing first about me, and then about the other 
ftflow, had become a way of life. Christianity, 
which the Pilgrims practiced as a m atter of 
course because it had been bred into them, had 
given way to a new idea—plain, naked selfish­ 
ness. 
And it did not afflict just one part of the 
population. It was all-embracing. It still is all- 
embracing. The frenzy to look out for me first, 
and then think about others, if there’s time, can 
destroy even so blessed a land as America. 
One of the suggestions at the Kiwanis meet­ 
ing was that the children are the great hope of 
the nation; they can be taught to venerate Amer­ 
ica, and reject communism, or any other ism, 
by instinct Yet, can they? If the talk they hear 
around the table in the evening, or listen to on 
the radio, or see on television, is about how 
lousy America is, how unfair the whole system 
is, how this one or that one at dad's shop got 
this or that unfair advantage, are the children 
then to grow up with a deep devotion in their 
hearts for their country and its blessings? 
No, they must see gifts sent to Johnstown. 
They must know that, however humble, however 
inferior to some neighbor's, however pinched is 
their lot, it is still heaven—literally heaven—to 
live in America. Such an attitude is old-fash­ 
ioned, it doesn’t lend itself to present strivings 
and stretchings, it is almost childish in this day 
and time. But. on the other hand, no other day 
and time has been so childish in its helplessness 
in the presence of great and brutal forces.

Kennan is more of a philosopher than a 
ngoist. He knows there are many things, which 
annot be changed quickly, many which carl­ 
ot be changed at all, and that the rise of the 
siatic peoples is one thing which cannot be 
langed at all. 
But he does believe it is possible for na- 
onalities to live together on a basis of respect 
»r one another’s rights. 


From Willkie To Stassen 
At the age of 45. which he will reach next 
April 13. Harold E. Stassen will be the youngest 
candidate for a presidential nomination in 1952. 
It has been his chief characteristic as a public 
figure that he always has been younger than 
his rivals. It is his chief characteristic now 
that he has declared himself formally as a 
seeker of the Republican presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
At the age of 31. he was governor of Minne­ 
sota. At 32 he was the outstanding young man 
of the nation, in the opinion of the U. S. Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. When only 33, he was 
managing Wendell Willkie’s successful campaign 
for the Republican presidential Domination. 


The time has come for the United

time has come for our govern­ 
ment to demand that the inviola­ 
bility of American life be recog­ 
nized. Only conquered countries 
pay ransom.

Even during World War II, when 
we were aiding the Russians, when 
we gave them $11,000,000,000 of 
the earnings of our people, Ameri­ 
can fliers who found themselves 
forced down on Russian soil were 
treated as enemies. What kind of 
an ally was that, and do we know 
the whole truth about that? Do we

Americans who found themselves 
in Russian territory during the war 
years? 
The Vogeler case shocked the 
sensibilities of this country. Was 
it really such an extraordinary in­ 
cident that an American, finding 
himself in Soviet territory on pro­ 
per business, should be imprisoned 
and tortured? 
Robert A. Vogeler was a brave 
man, and it is reported that he 
was said that the ransom paid for 
him was too high. That is not hu­ 
mility' or modesty'; it is a patriotic 
insistence that the United States 
pays no ransom. This country ought 
not to submit to blackmail. Ran­ 
som is submission. The Russians 
are showing the world that we are 
cowardly. 


THE REPORTER, William N. 
Oatis, remains in a vile Czech jail, 
a suffering and tortured Ameri­ 
can, accused of espionage. Oatis 
was no spy. He sought the news, 
as American reporters seek the 
news, u n s l a n t e d , uncensored, 
truthful. For that he was called a

Other Communities Are Worried About Imports, Too 


East Liverpool long ha* been 
sensitive about the amount of for­ 
eign pottery imported into this 
country. 
But it isn’t alone in its alarm. 
Here’* a recent editorial from 
the Record Herald in Waynesboro, 
Pa., discussing the same subject. 
Under the caption, “A Ten-Cent 
Lesson In Economics”, the Record 
Herald states: 
“The store on Main Street in 
Waynesboro in ten-cent language 
gives local residents a simple, but 
frightening, lesson in present-day 
economics. 
‘‘On a counter at the front of 
the store is a collection of boxes. 
In each of these boxes are four 
artistic pieces of knickknock china 
made in occupied Japan—a baby 
grand piano with removable top, 
a chest with removable lid, an 
easy chair and a foot stool. Intri­ 
cate three-color designs were paint­ 
ed on each. 
‘‘One of these sets was pur­ 
chased. Several persons were ask­ 
ed the question: How much do 
you think this set of toy china j 
cost? Their answers varied from 
one dollar to ten dollars. 
‘‘The actual cost? Ten cents. And 
that included: The cost of manu­ 
facture, cost of material and pack­ 
aging, shipping charges from al­ 
most half-way round the world, 
wholesaler’s profit and retailer’s I 
profit. All that for one thin Ameri- 
can dime. 
‘‘How is this a lesson in present- 
day economics? 
‘ That little ten-cent example is 
a vivid explanation of labor com­ 
petition we Americans face today. J 
It may, if it continues at its pres- | 
ent uncontrolled pace, cause the 
ruination of American economics, j 
‘‘How can Americans buck that I 
sort of competition? They can’t. 
The same items, American made, 
cost perhaps ten—yes, tw enty- 
times th a t 
“If the government permits this 
stupendous inflow of foreign-made 
items unabated, the United States 
faces two alternatives: 
“I. 
Accept 
these 
ridiculously 
cheap items, tax-free, and try to 
meet the competition by lowering 
our standard of wages. 
. ‘‘2. Ignore this cheap labor threat 
and stop manufacturing the com­ 
petitive items. 
‘‘Results are already startling. 
Already 2,000 employees of pit- 
teries are idle and the pottery in­ 
dustry is down to 30 hours per 
week because Japan has flooded 
the U.S. with 2.392,000 dozen pieces 
of fine china during the first seven 
months of the year! 
“But these china pieces are only 
one segment of the whole picture. 
“A total of 448,447 pairs of hose 
have been imported into the United 1 
States the first eight months of 
1951. Unemployed hosiery workers I 


are leaving Berk* County to find 
employment. 
“And this is just the beginning, 
according to David Williams, di­ 
rector of the Pennsylvania Em* 
ployer-Wage Earner Job Protec­ 
tion Association. 
“Coming into this country, wave 
after wave, are shoes, all tyes of 
w e a r i n g 
apparel, 
glassware, 
gloves, h a r d w a r e , machinery, 
plumbing supplies, etc. 
“There is no doubt that, if it 
keeps up, industry of the United 
States—yes, right here in Waynes­ 
boro, too—will feel the shock to 
its economy. 
“What are we going to do about 
it?’*

There is no way to estimate the 
hardship being imposed on millions 
of white-collar workers as a result 
of the jam that has developed in 
the Office of Salary Stabilization. 
It may run into hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars of withheld in­ 
creases in salaries. It means that 
workers who come under the Wage 
Stabilization 
Board 
are 
having 
their cases processed much faster 
than are the white-collar workers. 
Thus, there is now a backlog of 
more than 6,700 cases awaiting ac­ 
tion by the Office of Salary Stabili­ 
zation. The intake of cases is much 
faster than the output. 
The reason for this congestion is 
the failure of Congress to provide 
funds to hire an adequate staff, 
and to set up the necessary branch 
o f f i c e s throughout the United 
States. 
There are only seven persons on 
the st«$ff here to handle incoming 
telephone calls from all parts of 
the country, and to listen to the 
petitioners who come in person 
from far and wide to discuss their 
cases. 
* 
A recent telephone check showed 
that there were 1,000 busy signals 
in one day on the six telephone 
lines of the Office of Salary Stabili­ 
zation. The industry relations staff 
of seven were able to take only 83 
of these calls. There are only 30 
analysts to read the 6,700 cases and 
others# coming in daily from all 
over the United States. 


WHEN THE MATTER was up 
before the Senate appropriations 
committee last October, Congress 
voted $1,600,000 
for the 
Salary 
Stabilization Board, but in contrast 
voted $13,500,000 
for the 
Wage 
Stabilization Board. 
The employer has both kinds of 
problems, because regulations cov­ 
ering those employees who are un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the Wage 
Stabilization Board cannot be ap­ 
plied to the professional, executive 
and administrative employees who 
come under the Salary Stabiliza­ 
tion Board. 
During 
World 
War 
II. salary 
stabilization rules were adminis­ 
tered by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue in the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. The situation grows more 
serious this time because there is 
no adequate machinery to handle 


the cases but the same penalty— 
refusal to allow tax deductions for 
increases in salaries that are not 
authorized—is being applied. Em­ 
ployers cannot keep up with the 
regulations without some sort of 
explanation in the numerous cases 
that are not covered by any regu­ 
lations. 
As the Salary Stabilization Office 
has explained it, the board is try­ 
ing to formulate “self-administer­ 
ing” regulations so that the em­ 
ployers can determine the answers 
to the problems for themselves. 
But nevertheless there are three 
categories of cases w'hich are aris­ 
ing in large numbers: 
1.—Those not covered by the 
rules. 
2.—Those which are not allow­ 
able under the rules, but in which 
employers have justifiable excep­ 
tions. 
3.—Those in 
which 
employers 
can make their own determinations 
but wish written approvals from 
the Office of Salary Stabilization 
to assure the validity of their ac­ 
tions. 
There is a genuine fear among 
employers concerning the severe 
penalties that can be imposed, and 
when in doubt many an employer 
would rather have definite word 
from the government as to* his 
case. 


WHEN 
Congress 
reassembles, 
there undoubtedly will have to be 
s o m e emergency arrangements 
made to take care of this situation. 
Some relief has been afforded by 
authorizing the Wage and Hour Di­ 
vision of the Department of Labor, I 


through its field offices, to distrib­ 
ute and explain regulations. This, 
however, is not adequate. Branch 
offices are to be opened the first 
week in January by the Salary 
Stabilization Board in Boston, New 
York. Philadelphia, Richmond, At­ 
lanta, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, Dallas, 
Denver, Seattle and San Francisco, 
but the funds to staff these offices 
are lacking. 
Lack of m oney, however, isn’t 
the only handicap. There has been 
difficulty 
in 
recruiting qualified 
personnel. Most of the burden of 
running the whole salary stabiliza­ 
tion program has fallen on two 
men—Joseph Cooper, the director, 
and Henry Rothschild of New York, 
general counsel. 
The salary stabilization mess is 
an example of what snags the con­ 
trol program has run into through 
the mistaken policy of assuming 
that existing government agencies 
could swing the load without much 
increase in personnel. It isn t work­ 
ing that way, and the damage to 
American 
industry as a conse­ 
quence is m any times greater than 
the appropriations involved. Just 
why Congress has been so par­ 
simonious in this instance while 
being so profligate in so many 
other instances of personnel for the 
control agencies is one of the mys­ 
teries of Washington, except that 
someone may have had the idea j 
that the way to smother salary I 
stabilization was to deprive it of f 
proper personnel 
and 
funds.

Its second 
birthday will come June 25, 1952, by which 
time this country will be in the preliminary 
spins and turns of a presidential campaign. 
That is another solid reason for President 
Truman to press for a speedy and satisfactory 
end to Korean hostilities. The political impor­ 
tance of the war doubtless is far from first in 
Truman's thoughts. But if he contemplates run­ 
ning again for president or ponders the chancel 
of any Democrat who may be nominated to 
succeed him. Truman scarcely can avoid giving 
the fighting in Korea its due political considera­ 
tion. 


KOREA IS LIKELY to be a substantial po­ 
litical burden to any Democratic presidential 
candidate next year. If the fighting or the truce 
talks continued into the campaign, the burden 
would be very heavy indeed. 
The way politicians size it up here, the bur- 
_en would be heaviest for Truman. Hostilities 
in Korea probably should be rated level with 
corruption in government among matter* die- 
turbing the public. It is as desirable politically 
for Truman to get one as the other disposed of 
this winter, if possible, and on its way out of 
the headlines. 
No one knows 
what consequences 
might 
have come from American refusal to fight in 
defense of South Korea. 
The consequences 
could have been very bad. But everyone knows 
that the decision to fight was Truman's. He 
made it on advice of his associates But the 
final decision was his and it was made without 
congressional consent. 
Congress went all out later with money In 
support of Truman’s Korean policy. But that did 
not relieve the President of a great personal 
responsibility for a policy which grew from a 
police action into an unofficial war. 


THAT IS THE way it was last spring when 
Truman fired Gen. Douglas MacArthur. The 
President and the general had disagreed on 
methods of making the Korean policy success­ 
ful—bringing the fighting to an end on terms 
satisfactory to the United States. 
The general had to lose that argument. He 
was outranked. But when Truman fired Mac­ 
Arthur, he assumed even more personal respon­ 
sibility for what happened thereafter in Korea. 
The President decided to do the job his way 
instead of MacArthur’*. All on advice of his De­ 
fense Department and other associates, of 
course. Truman can best prove MacArthur 
wrong and himself right by getting the Job done 
soon, and on a basis satisfactory to the Ameri­ 
can public. 
The political penalties of failure to do that 
could be severe in a presidential year.

Isaac Watt. —frail, sickly, gentle-mannered literary 
genius of the early 18th century. 
Another is of 
George Frederick Handel—massive, robust and hot­ 
tempered master of the keyboard and opera. Both 
men lived in London; both knew each other. But 
neither suspected that their talents would be com­ 
bined to produce one of the greatest of Christmas 
carols. 
It was in 1719 that pockmarked five-foot Isaac 
Watts wrote a hymn based on the 98th Psalm. He 
was 45 years old and had written, among 600 other 
notable hymns, "Alas, And Did My Saviour Bleed," 
“O God, Our Help in Ages Past" and "When I 
Survey 
the 
Wondrous 
Cross" 
But the 
little 
bachelor’s health had broken while he was preach­ 
ing at London's Mark Lane Church and Lord Mayor 
Abdney carried him out to his estate for a week's 
rest. That was in 1712 and he was still there seven 
years later writing children’s verse, hymns and 
books on a dozen subjects. 
Twenty-two years after Watts wrote his hymn on 
the 98th Psalm and published it in his “Psalms of 
David Imitated'' a big fat theatrical producer knelt 
In prayer in another part of London. 
He was

a church organ in England. 
And wheh George 
Handel later cast his talents with the theater he 
carried his religious training with him. At 56 Handel 
wanted to do something really big. 
And he did. 
In 1741 he worked and prayed almost continuously 
for 23 days and nights and came up with his im­ 
mortal “The Messiah." It was such a masterpiece 
that for two centuries the piece has been drawn on 
as the basis for numerous compositions. 
Little Isaac Watts died on the Abdnefr Estates 
in 1748 after his visit of "a week" lasted 36 years. 
He was buried in Bunhill Fields but a statue of him 
was placed in Westminster Abbey. 
Eleven year* 
later big George Handel was laid to rest in the 
Poets' Corner of The Abbey where a statue stands 
to the memory of the theatrical genius who never 
forgot God. 
It was in 1836 that Boston’s choir director-com- 
poser Lowell Mason rearranged a portion of 
Handel’s “Messiah” to fit the hymn Isaac Watts 
wrote in 1719. And so. while the big statue and 
the little statue stand in Westminster Abbey as 
mute reminders of two geniuses in their respective 
fields, tribute is paid both every Christmas to the 
resounding echoes of . . .

Russell Franklin, sanitary engi­ 
neer, said operators will be given 
a week or two to reply before field 
investigation is made. 
New parks must make applica­ 
tion 30 days prior to opening.

Franklin said, were passed 
at the instigation of the Trailer 
Park Association. 
Fees vary according to the num­ 
ber of trailers.
